Through the courtesy of a seafaring frend we 
are Ina position to throw some light upon the 
Interesting subject of how upwards of 100,000 
stand of rifles and millioas af roonds of ammunt- 
tlon, desplte the stringent neutrallty regalations 
enforced s{nce the commencement of the China. 
Tapan war, have found thelr way from con- 
Hnental parts to the “Gorgeous East." A 
London paper tecently stated that arms 
and ammunition were belng shipped from 
Continental ports to China “In @ round.
